Raleigh, N. C., March 8.—(Spe- 
cial..—If Gutzon Borglum does not 
carry on his work at Stone Moun- 
tain, the great, memorial to Ameri- 
can heroism, the stupendous monu- 
ment to the leaders of the Confed- 
eracy, will never completed, de- 
clared Governor Angus McLean, of 
North Carolina, in an interview in 
the gubernatorial mansion this aft- 
ernoon. 

Reasons why this statement is 
true should be self-evident to every 
intelligent man, Governor McLean 
asserts. In the first place he stated 
that there is no reputable sculptor 

who would consent to take up the 
work of an artist like Borglum, un- 
der the circumstances. But even if 
one coul® be round, ‘ft“is extremely 
unlikel¥ that he would be able to 
do it, for in addition to the genius 
of the sculptor, the man who con- 
ceives and executes a monument on 
such a gigantic scale as that at
